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6» Between 1 and 7 January, the officers 5 mees at the Sachsenhausen concentration 
cernp was located in the section 2 A of building No 22/44. Officers with 
dependents were quartered in buildings Nos 13/20, 22/24, and 26/28* 

Buildings No 13, 13, and 15 also were officers’ quarters. Instruction was 
hold in the five class rooms of building No 150. Buildings Nos 145 through 
148 were sealed and guarded by a double sontry wearing red-bordered black 
epaulets with tank insignia. Six or seven unnumbered T-34 tanks, painted 
green, and several soldiers engaged in maintenance work were seen through 
the open gate of building No 149. The northern wing of building No 150 was 
occupied to capacity by soldiers wearing rod-bordered black epaulets with 
tank insignia.
